AN AFPEAL POR AID,

Saffering in Nebraska—Farmers and Stock
©Out of Seed and Food.

A cirenlar indorsed by the comnmty judi-
ciary and officials of Red Willow county,
Neb., has been received by THE DISPATCH,
The appended extracts therefrom speak for
themsel ves:

Last spring the erop season opened early in
| this (Hed Willow) connty, and & larger aren
was planted to crop than In any previous year
in the bistory of the county. Farmers worked
Lard and crops were well tilled, but the dry,
bint weather cansed an almost total failure. It
was the worst crop season ever known here,
Bome wheat ficlds were not cut, and the aver-
age yiela on the area was not above one bushel
per acre, Oats worse tham wheat; corn, our
great staple crop, dried up to such an extent
that the average yvield on the area planted was

less than one bushel peracre. Vegetables so
wnear a fatlure they have been used upmonths

aga,

1u this cotnty 500 farmers have no potatoes
to eat or plant: no vegetables; no oats; no wheat
for bread or seed; no corn for sead or fead; and
the poor horses have not hada mouthful of
graln for more than three months. It is sad to
iook at these fmlthful animals, gnuat with
huneer,looking so imploringly for their portion
for which they worked so hard the past season,
but which never comes, as the crop falled and
thelr owners have no means to buy with, Stock
hogs were sold last fall for nearly notiing, bat
thers was no sale for pigs: and msny have
starved to geath, Of the 1880 crop, thousands
of buehels of corn wis Sold for 12 to 14 cents per
bushel, which barely met current expenses,and
the fallure dast vear following Jeaves [armnrs
in a destitate condition. They must have grain
for seod and feed or leave their homes.

The Biate officials say: “Nebraska can take
ocare of the drouth-stricken counties."” They
have not seen the complete destitution of thesa
homes; have pot looked into the almost bope-
less eyes of brave American men, who, with
thoir families, are clinging to all that is dearto
thean us a bome; which lhu[:ﬁu 8o much,.but
will bave to give upgunless ey got aid soon.
